Several patents for rooting glass 
have bc(>n taken out during Ihe 
liist few yeaix, the best ]>erhai)s 
being that in wliitdi, during inanu- 
fa(!ture, tlie gla.s.s is molded upon 
st(Md-wir<> netting, which greatly 
ince.'ises its strength without ap- 
preci;d)ly h^ssening its transparency, 
and iillows of i.ts being- used in 
niindi larger sheets. .\ Paris firm 
of gl;issmakeis, MM. Apert I''reres, 
now prodnee some porous glass to 
lt» »i««d r<ii> window-panes. The 
poresai'ctoo fine to admit oi'dr.tngln 
l>ut cause a pleasant and health) 
ventilation in a niom. liy means 
of ih«> Unighening process, gla.ss 
railway-sleepoi-s, tram-rails, tloor- 
pl.ates, grindstones, eto,. have been 
produced, .(^nicies of dress «je 
now l>eing extensively made of this 
material. A Venetian mannfactuer 
is turning out bonuet.s liy the thou- 
sand, the glass cloth of which th(>y 
are coui|)osed having the same 
shimmer .nnd brilliiincy of c(dor as 
silk, and, what is a great jidvan 
tage, being impervious to water. 
In Russia there has for a loni; 
time exi.sted a ti.ssue niannfactured 
fnnn the fibre (>f a peculiai fila- 
mentous stone from the Silierian 
mines, which by S(une secret process 
is shredded .-ind spun into a fjibric 
which, although .soft to the touch 
and pliable in the extreme, is of«Mo 
durable a nature that it never wears 
out. This is probably what Ims 
given an enterprising firm the idea 
of producing spun-iilass dress 
lengths. The .Muscovite stutT is 
thrown into Ihe fire when dirty, 
like asbestos, by which it is matle 
ab.solntely clean again ; luitthespun- 
iljass silk is simply lirushed by a 
hard brush wilh soap and water, 
jind is none the worse for tieing 
either stained or soiled. The ma- 
terial is to be had in white, green, 
liliio, piuk, and yellow, ami bids 
fair to liecome very fashionable for 
evening dresses. An Au.strian is 
the itivcntor of this novel fabric, 
which is rather <.*oslly. Table- 
(dolhs, napkins and window-enr- 
taius .u'c also made of it. It has 
also bee.n discoveiwl that gltv-ss 
lurnod iido a fine cloth, which can 
be worn next the skin. 

A most dangerous fashion ob- 
tained a few years back, fortunately 
not to a very wide extent, and only 
for a short time — namely, sprin- 
kling the hair, dresses, and fiowers 
al Im'.ls, parlies, and theatres with 
powdered gla.s.s. The inhalation of 
these minute partiel(>s of glass, one 
of the deadliest forms of slow poison 
and perfectly insoluble, sets up 
serious inflanimation in the pulmo- 
nary organs, stouiach. 'hioat, and 
other nieinbranes to which it ad 
hiMvs; iUid, moreover, these grains 
injuiiously afTecl the delicate struc- 
ture of th(» eye. -A letter setting 
forth the serious efTecis resulting 
from this practice at a Christ nms 
gathering in Coventry, appeared in 
the S^oiHlanl of DecemlH'r '^9, 1888.

as a filling for teeth, especially the 
front ones, wlieiv it will be less 
conspicuous than gold, ;ind, in fact, 
indistinguishable fr(mi the tooth 
surface. 

One of the most curious inveii 
tions of this inventive asie is platin- 
ized glass. A piece of glass is coat- 
ed with an exceedingly thin layer 
of a liquid charg(>d wilh platiniim, 
and isvthcn raised lo a red heat. 
The platinum becomes united to 
the glass in such a way as to form 
a very odd kind of mirror. The 
glass has not lost its transparency, 
yet if one places it against a wall 
and Uwks at it, he sees his image 
as in an ordinary looking glass. 
But, when light is allowed to pa.s.s 
through from tlie ont(>r side, as in 
a wiiidow-pane, it appears |M>rfect- 
ly transparent, like ordinary glass 
Hy constructing a window of this 
material, one con hi tstand close be- 
hind the panes, in an nnillumimit- 
ed room, and see clearly every- 
thing going on outside, while pas- 
.sers by looking at the window 
would ladiold onl,\' a fine mirror, or 
•set of mirrors, in wlitch their own 
figures would be rettected and the 
persons inside remain invisible. 
In France various tricks have t>een 
played. In one, a |ier.son, seeing 
what ainxars lo be an oi^linary 
mirr(»r, approaches to lo(*k al him- 
self. A sudtlen ('hange in the 
nuMduuiism sends light Hi rough the 
glass from the back, wheriMipon it 
instantly becomes Iranspaw^nt, and 
the startled spectator finds liitj^self 
confronted by some grotesque figiir*^ 
which has been hidden \ielund the 
magic glass. What wonders might 
a magician of the dark ages have 
wrought with ;i pi(»ce of plaiini/,e(l 
glassy

Sixtus V resolved td [.ui imw II iliis 
practice and sent an ofticial notice 
prohibitine every noble without ex- 
ception from being followed by 
more than '■iO attendants. Every 
one, also, of whatever degree who 
should carry any sort of firearms 
(pocket pistols being especially 
nienlioiHMl) should thereby incur the 
penalty of death. 

Just after the prouiidgation of 
the pope's ordei-s RaniM'cio Farnese, 
the only son of the Duke of Parma, 
arrived in Rome. On the evening 
aft(M' his ariival Ih> was invited by 
Prince Cesarina to a magnificent 
batupiel. Wine fiowed freely, .and 
the night waxed late when thega> 
ijue.sts began to discuss th*- edict of 
his holiness. Seveial wihi young 
spirits, and among them Rannccio, 
de(dared them6(dves ready to brave 
it openly. 

Next morning Rannccio alone 
felt a slroni; dt^sir^> to try conclu- 
sions with the pope. 

Rannccio, in short, wcm ui the 
Vatican and asked an audience of 
his holiness. It was immediately 
granted, and the prince, after hav- 
ing, accoitling to custom, knell 
three limes, nianaued adi\)itly to 
let fjlU at the very feet of Sixtus a 
pair of pistols loaded lo the muK^le 

VYithout a moment's hesitation 
the pope summoned hisp nards and 
onlennl them lo arrest and C(>nvey 
to Fort St. Auge lo the s»in of the 
Duke of Parma, wlio had just 
condemninl himself to death. 

The news spread rapidly. Cartii- 
nal Farnese hastend to the Vatican 
and, falling at the feet of the poiH\ 
with tears in his eyes, pleaded his 
in>phew's cause. 

The pope's reply wa.s crutdly de- 
cisive. "The law." he said. 
" makes no distinction. Aciiininal 
and nothing more. Nor dare I ex- 
ercise clemency, which would Ik* 
nothing hut weakness." "*''■'

Wednesday was a rather dis- 
agreeable day. A day when one 
feels his spirits sinking into the 
soles of his hoots and longs to cross 
Ihe River Styx, suddenly and unbe- 
knownst to such dear friends and 
relatives as he inav have. A fog 
shut down on us in Ihe aflcrnoon, 
and added to the di.seonifort of a 
dri/./.ling rain. To get away from 
the crowd of boys, who were trying 
hard to kill time pleasantly, your 
scribe sauntered over to Ihe green- 
house. Mr. Petit, the horticultu- 
rist, threatened him with allsoitsof 
dieadlnl punishments, to the ex- 
tent that he would di-ive him insane 
with a lot of long Latin botanical 
lerms, dug fr-oin the depths of a 
bolanical encyclopedia. 

The greenliouses were a blaze of 
beauty, dazzling Ihe eye with Ihe 
variety of colors. The plants were 
tastefully arranged. The large 
stand in the centr(> of the palm 
house, was surmounted l)y several 
varieties of beautiful palms, around 
which were gioupoil Ihechrysanlhc- 
mum.s, calla. lillies, and numcr-ons 
other spring and winter lloweriiig 
plants. The cliry.santhemunis are 
nearly linished. During the |)ast two 
months over 1100 chrysaulhomums 
were cut, and alimit four or live 
hundred remain. They are of all 
shades of (M)lors, ranging from pure 
white to pale i)ink and from pal(> 
yellow, to a deeper color, almost 
oiange. One variety is dark n'(\, 
and red with deep yellow peiK-il- 
ings. One plant was of ex 
traoi'dinary beauty. No less th:(n 
thirty-four flowers on the single 
plant, and the flowers wer-e of voiy 
large sizr. Unlike tln> blos.somsone 
buys at the florists, these flowers 
were <s'isp and tiriu, not. loose and 
flabby. Another variety of these 
flowers were the pompon chr-ysanthe 
mums, about an ini^h in diameter, 
shades of white and yellow, and 
ll-e.se are very elTcclivc in flor;il de- 
signs and in ilecoratioii.^. Over 100 
varieties of chrysanthoinunis have 
been raised during the season. 

The carnation house was next 
visited, moat of the flowers had 
been cut in the morning, so not 
very many were left at the time of 
the Visit in Ihe afternoon Here, 
too, Ihe gTOtI P'lins the horticultu- 
rist had taken with the species, was 
ai)i)ai-cnt. The floweis were all of 
unusually large size and of a variety 
of colors, seldom seenexirept in the 
best greenhouses, and never met 
with in florists' stores. One species 
was named for Mrs. Currier, 
the flowers of a beautiful claret 
hue. Another kind was of pale 
yellow with pink peneillin.cs. The 
(lenenil Maeeo, a very beautiful 
specimen, almost black. The New 
York and Lily Dean, pink and 
white. Several English and Ameri- 
can vaiielies, including the Day 
Break, and Mine Melba, named 
atler the famous singer. As can l)e 
said of all tin* plants, they should 
be seen to be appreciated. An ex- 
pert in flowers would find much to 
delight him in a few hours' visit. 
A specimen of ca<Mus was on ex- 
hibition in the eiirnaiion house. 
The leaves of the plant wercof light 
green, and shaped exactly like 
lobsters claws, ending in a tip of 
pinky blossoms. 

In the rose house, fh(> horticul- 
turist has been laboring under dif- 
ficulties. The house is so .shad 
ed thai it is aliuost impossible to 
grow rosi>s as th(\v should be grown. 
A huge mass of rock intercepts the 
sun's rays in the early morning, and 
the course of the sun is loo far 
south during the rest of the day to 
give the rose house the needed 
amouni of sunshine. Late in the 
afterrroon, the inslilirtion buildings 
are in the way, so the rose house is 
in the shade foi Ihe greater part of 
the ilay. Not withstanding these 
diflicullies, some degree of success 
has been attained with the i-oses. 
l<'r-orn t)etober 1st to November 15ih, 
823 roses have been out. 

{•'rom the rose house, we passed 
into Ihe troi)ical house. Here again 
was .'in effect ive mass of color. Great 



attention is paid to the lemperalun 



of this room. During the day the 
lemperatin-e ranges from 75 to 80 
degiees, and at night about (!5 de- 
grees.. HeiH* can b(> seen several 
of the prize winners of the Institu- 
tion. A recent on<« is Hie hares foot 
fern,(eommon name). This speci- 
men is in an 11-inch pan, and the 
leaves have a spread of 4 J feet. It 
was menliorred in a recent issue of 
the .louRNAL as a prize winner at 
the Ani(>rican Institute Fair. 

A perpetual fl« weriiig iilant, with 
a brilliant, crimson sliield-shai)e<l 
blossom, from till' center of which 
rises a slender cone of deep yellow 
tipped with white, is an object of 
ailminvtion to all visitors. 

Another plant, of one year's 



growth, is a prize winner. The 
leaves are bronze green and, under 
night light, glow like phosphorus, 
the blo8.soins are small and of a pink 
color. The shape and size of the 
plant would make it a prize winner 
and no doubt it will be exhibited 
in the near future. 

A queer plant,* which attracts 
much attention is the " cat's tail." 
Fnrry blossoms from two to three 
feet "long, pale red color, droop 
from tlie stalk, and often exceed 
the length of the stalk itself. 

The African violet, is most attrac- 
tive, differing from the American 
and English varieties. The leaves 
are more abundant, small and furry, 
and the blossoms are of a deeper 
blue than the domestic species. 

One plant, properly called the 
lace plant, from the fact that its 
leaves are traced with white lines, 
is greatly admired. This plant has 
a large spread, and it is intended to 
laise larger specimens in the 
future. 

Enough hasalre.uly been said, to 
give one an idea of the scale on 
which the geenhonses are conduct- 
ed. We might add that the 
Iiresent building will soon prove 
inadequate. Every space is filled, 
and shelves have to lie placed 
around the sides to make room for 
otlie.' plants. The floor under all 
the stands is also occupied. If 
such a slate of affairs continues a 
new addition will have to be made. 

Besides the work in the green- 
houses, mueli landscape gardening 
has been done by Mr. I'etit and his 
assistants, and credit is due to his 
skillfull management which gives 
Faiiwood sneh an attractive a[)- 
pearanoe. 

This year, "Founders' Day," as 
Novemiier lOtli, the anniversary of 
tlie birthday of Dr. Harvey P. Peet 
is termed, occurred on Sunday. 
Mr. Clarke eondncted chapel services 
in the morning. His text was a 
very appropriate one — "They rest 
from their labors and their works 
do follow them." 

Every year Founders' Day as- 
sumes a wider scope. Not only the 
V\U^ of the illustrious founder of 
this Institution is i-evicwcd, birt all 
the teachers and others who have 
labored towards the uplii ting of the 
deaf, are remembered. Each year 
the list of our benefactors increases. 
It seems as if the subject will never 
be exhausted. Through the observ- 
ance of the day we becfome more 
familiar with the history of Ihe In- 
stitution and with the histories of 
the lives of those to whom the In- 
stitution is indebted for its present 
greatness. 

It has been the custom for several 
years past to hold exen'iscs in the 
chapel in the moining, and in the 
afternoon, a competetive military 
drill tor the colors. 

This Sunday was visiting day. 
A biraf«* number of frionda and re 
latives of the pux)ils, called to see 
them. Battalion parade .-ind review 
was dispensed with, owing to flu 
bad weath(>r. 

Monday afternoon the pupils wei'e 
given a half holiday. After dinner 
the cadets doniuHi their new uni- 
forms and got ready for the com- 
petitive drill for the colors. 
Piomptly at three o'clock, the first 
sergeants assembled the men of 
their r'cspective comiianies, and 
after roll call, the compaiiies were 
lui-ncd over to the captains. They 
then marched to tlie parade ground 
for battalion pai">ide. l'rincip:il 
Currier as colo"el and com-niandant 
of cadets was on hand with Mr. S.
